noon in plain soldier language: 

“Japanese planes were over this 
community. I am frank te say 
that it might have been a good 
thing if bombs had been dropped 
—to wake this community up te 
the seriousness of the situation. 

“Death and destruction are like- 
ly to come to this city at any 
moment, 

“I am not telling you I can pre 
vent bombs or air raids in this 
city. ' Reinforcements are coming, 
and when they arrive we will be 
in a better position to do so.”

KUIBYSHEV, Dec. 9.—(4?)—Ex- 
piration of the Russian-Japanese 
fishing pact at the end of this 
month may bring the first clarifi- 
cation of relations between these 
two powers engaged in war with 
each others’ allies.

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Beware of Pessimism 

For some time to come what news this na- 
tion hears of its war with Japan—and the Axis 
—will, in all probability, be bad. The Japs got 
the jump on us, it must be admitted. 

If, as is possible, our naval and air losses 
at Pearl Harbor and Honolulu were greater 
than we yet know, it may be that the balance 
of naval and air strength in that area of con- 
flict has been badly tilted in Japan’s favor, for 
the time being. | 

It is also not unlikely Japan’s strength 
at sea and in the air is greater than we have 
been led to believe. It is quite within the range 
of possibility that, even before the treacherous 
onslaught, Japan’s strength had been rein- 
forced by German air units and, even, a’ naval 
vessel or two. | 

What action our own navy and air force is 
taking we cannot, under wartime conditions, 
know at once. We may soon win a substantial 
victory or, we might as well confess, we may 
soon be shocked by news of a substantial de- 
feat. 

The nation must be prepared to hear bad 
news. There must be no excess optimism at 
this time. Reckless though the JapaneSe on- 
slaught was, they surely could not have plunged 
into war without some grounds for a hope of 
victory. 

We know, beyond doubt, the final victory 
will be ours. It may take years, it will undoubt- 
ediy take many lives and unpredictable treas- 
ure. It is apt to develop into a war of produc- 
tion, wherein the real soldiers of the front line 
will be the men and women who work in our 
war factories. Upon them is apt to lie the 
making of the ultimate decisidn for victory or 
cefeat. 

But, if we depend for victory upon a race 
in the launching of ships, the building of 
planes, the forging of guns and the training of 
men to man modern implements of warfare, 
we are facing a longdrawn conflict. In such a 
conflict we cannot fail to win to final triumph 
but, in the meantime, there will undoubtedly 
be setbacks, temporary defeats, widespread suf- 
fering and a degree of sacrifice that will call 
for all the resolution of every one of us. 

It is better to expect the worst, today. Let 
us gird our spiritual loins to hold steadfast to 
our course and to conquer, when they come, 
those tendencies to pessimism that can only 
hinder our effort and slow down our will to 
win 

The victory will be ours—but the road to 
victory will be sore beset and we shall suffer 
severely before we reach the goal.

Half a Dollar Apiece 

It is not everyone who can perform those 
duties which, probably, they long to perform 
in this fearful war crisis that has descended 
upon America. Few Americans there must be 
who today do not long for the opportunity to 
belong to the fighting forces of the nation, to 
come to battle grips with those treacherous little 
brown men of the far Pacific. | 

For most of us, however, that cannot be. We 


-are not suitable human material to do the 


actual fighting. Yet, even those who must stay 
at home, who must, for the sake of the nation, 
continue the prosaic round of their daily tasks, 
there are ways in which we can help, mightily. 

The civilian population of Britain showed 
the world, a year ago how they could “take it,” 
and survive, with grim smiles, when the blitz- 
krieg came. It is within the realm of more than 
possibility Americans will, before long, have the 
same opportunity to show the fiber of which 
they are made. 

But, whether or not we must go through this 
ordeal by fire and bomb, we can help our 
country’s cause today, without delay. We can 
keep life running as near normally as possible. 
We can keep “thumbs up” when bad news 
comes, and we can give of our surplus to provide 
those financial sinews of war we must have. 
We can buy defense stamps and bonds. And we 
can give to the Red Cross. 

Demands on the Red Cross will undoubtedly 
be tremendous. The organization, with the full 
approval of the government, has already asked 
subscription from the general public to total 
$50,000,000. Why wait to be canvassed, to be 
importuned to give to such a cause as this? 
Why not send your share of that $50,000,000 
now, on the next mail, to the local headquarters 
ot your Red Cross, designating it for the war 
emergency fund? 

There are moye than 100,000,000 pcople in 
the United States. Many more. Many of them 


can give many dollars to the fund. But, if each 


one of us gives what we can it is only necessary 
that the individual gifts average 50 cents for 


each of us, to more than raise the fund required. 


If you can give more, give it to lift the average 
for those who cannot give at all. |

national stress, it should not be difficult for 
100,000,000 Americans to promptly give a half 
dollar a piece, and thus raise the $50,000,000 
needed by the American Red Cross.

THE BLOW FALLS

OUT-BLUFFED WASHINGTON, Dec, 9.--The complete sur- | 
prise effected by the Japanese in launching 
their attack on our Hawaiian fortifications is evidence enough that 
President Roosevelt and other high administration officials believed 
until the very moment of hostilities that the Tokyo government was 
bluffing and that war in the Pacific could be averted. 
At least it was felt that Japan would postpone taking the final 
plunge until war events in Russia developed a more definite turn in 
favor. of Hitler, 


HAD WARNING Nevertheless, it can be stated on what seems 
to be ample authority that our own naval 


intelligence service was not so lacking in information as the surface 
elements would indicate. A full week before the attack was made 
the Navy picked up information that. the Japs were on the move, 
according to these sources, and is supposed to have transmitted 
immediate precautionary orders to our Pacific bases. 

It was about the same time that the President revealed other 
naval intelligence information that the Japs were sending large 
reinforcements to Indo-China. |

the situation and #*te demand 


for military censorship it will probably be some time before the 
facts are developed, but there is an undercurrent of feeling in 
official quarters that someone blundered at Hawaii in not strictly 
carrying out the reported naval orders issued from Washington. 
A proper execution of the orders would have called for dispersal 
of the fleet units assembled in Pearl Harbor, more elaborate 
patrols, scattering of our planes at the naval air station there, and 
being more on the alert. 

As it was, the Japanese seemingly caught us completely un- 
awares. Our ships and planes, congregated in the harbor and flying 
fields, were easy targets for dive bombers. Consequently the 
damage wrought was immeasurably greater than it might have been 
otherwise. 


ONLY EXPLANATION The only suggested explanation of 


the failure to execute the reported 
orders more strictly is that the naval commander in.charge was 
imbued with the same virus that has been evident in Washington 
since the beginning of the Japanese crisis. Believing that Tos yo 
was bluffing, he was slow to take the necessary precautions. 

If all of this is subsequently proved to be true, a major naval 
upheaval is sure to result. 

The Navy is withholding the information for obvious reasons of 
military strategy, but the best information is that our losses at 
Honolulu were far greater than we have admitted officially so far. 
If the exact figures were known, it would not be permissible to give 
them. When they are revealed, the attack on Hawaii will be shown 
to be more dastardly than the public now realizes. 

In explanation of the Navy’s censorship, it is pointed out that 
the exact number of our vessels sunk or damaged at Pearl Harbor 
would constitute information of the highest value to the Japanese. 
They would know more precisely what they have to conténd with 


in. the Pacific. 
BETTER FOR UNITY Assuming that our losses from the sur- 
prise attack haven’t reached the pro- 
portions of a disaster, however, all sides agree that it is far better 
from the standpoint of national unity that the war should have been 
started the way it did rather than from some act of aggression on 
our part: The practically unanimous vote of congress for a déclara- 
tion of a state of war shows this convincingly. 

Had we intercepted the Japanese fleet en route to Honolulu on 
its treacherous mission, even though we knew full well the purpose 
of the mission in advance, a terriblue hue and cry would have come 
up from the isolationists. Undoubtedly the Lindberghs and the | 
Wheelers would have accused the administration of deliberately 
precipitating an act of war. Their accusations would have created | 
some element of doubt in the public mind. | 


ISOLATIONISTS SILENT The circumstances of the attack, 


| unprovoked and unforeseen, have 
been énough to silence the last skeptic of the isolationist clan. Thus 
the perfidy of the Japanese, against whom we wanted no war and 
of whom we asked only that peace be maintained in the Pacific, 
have achieved for us in one stroke a degree of national unity that 
seemed beyond‘attainment a few days ago. 

There can be no doubt of the universal determination of the 
-American people to crush the brazen little Nipponese empire once 
and for all as a world power. Neither is there the slightest doubt 
of our ability to do that in the end. | 

But the public should be warned against over-optimism iat the 
beginning. Privately some of our highest government officials sa 
that very little good news may be expected for a while. Most Qf 
the initial reports on naval operations are counted to show reverses, 
principally for the reason that our fleet is divided in two oceans and 
our air- concentrations have not been perfected in the Pacific. 

Because we did not believe the Japanese would be foolhardy 
enough to attack us unprovoked, we have placed the main emphasis 
on the need for military supplies by the British and Russians. We

WITERALLY ASLEEP Angry Americans contintie to curse the 


commanders at Pearl Harbor. 

They regret and are disturbed that we suffered a major defeat 
at Pearl Harbor. 

They burn with profane anger because our major defeat came 
while our men were literally asleep; the listening posts unmanned; 
the antiaircraft guns unmanned, the ships maintained by a skeleton 
crew. 

Things were made casy for the Japs. They were able to kill our 
men and destroy our planes and ships because of some stupid

A BAD FEW WEEKS The odds are we are going to have a 
bad few weeks.

Our forces in the Pacific were so depleted of planes, ships and 
bombers that our original plans were knocked sky high. 

We weren't ready to go to war in the Pacific. 

We have been keeping England in the war. 

American tanks are doing a great job in Libya. 

American long-range bombing and patrol planes are doing a fine 
job in the Atlantic. 3 

We have shipped most of our already large war production to 
England. That was our plan. It was not a big-hearted, idealistic 
plan, but one designed to keep us out of war. It worked for a while. 

Our Navy is spread out in the Atlantic. 

Japan was urged into the war by Germany to break down that 
aid to England. Japan, probably aided by German pilots, adminis- 
tered a most severe blow to our materials and planes at.Hawaii and 
the Philippines. That destruction still continues at Manila. 

The plan was effective. We will load few, if any, lend-lease ships 
to Russia or England in the next several weeks. 

News services would do a good service if they omit to mention 
what excellent jobs American planes, bombers, tanks and destroyers 
are doing in the service of England. 

We are glad they are of service. ‘ 

But, for the moment, the American people are asking profanely 
and indignantly, where their own planes are and why they aren’t 
finding Japanese ships, bases and airplane carriers.

A year ago important men were telling us that democracy was 
On trial before the world—-meaning that people of other lands were 
watching our efforts to make it work, and might turn to Fascism 
or Communism if we failed. 

Now democracy is on trial to determine whether it is competent 
to survive the strain of great emergency—whether it can function 
in a crisis Well enough to save itself. 

Democracy means freedom, and we have already demonstrated 
that capitalism with sky-limit freedom doesn’t work. It permits 
periodic booms and disastrous depressions. It concentrates wealth 
in the hands of a few monopolies and destroys small business. 
It has power over the people and the. government, and the power 
may be sinister. 

We have also demonstrated that labor with sky-limit freedom 
doesn't work. When units of it are controlled by criminals, as 
some are, they rob the workers and the public and extort money 
from employers. When it gains too much power, it is feared by 
national, state and local governments, and then it becomes a dicta- 
torship by a class-conscious proletariat. In time of national dan- 
ger, its leaders can say to the government and .to all the people: 
“Surrender to our demands, or stand helpless before a foreign 
enemy.” 

Consider, then, the ways of congress—the very foundation and 
framework of a free and representative government. 

When this war began, congress voted away our right to use the 
high seas—an ancient and dearly bought right absolutely vital to 
our safety. By doing so, it encouraged the dictators and thus 
injured democracy everywhere. 

Later, not understanding our peril, it attempted to cripple and 
weaken our Army, and failed by a margin of only one vote. 

Despite our dreadful burden of taxes, the lower house has 

approved another five billion pension grab—not debating it openly, 
like men of honor and courage, but trying to slip it over with«ut 
attracting public notice. 
_ More recently it killed a measure which would have empowered 
the government to detain dangerous aliens who cannot be sent to 
their own country. And now Hitler’s agents are licensed to do their 
worst, for they can neither be sent home nor locked up. 

These are the things we have reason te fear. For we can be | 
destroyed wtihout an invasion if our system is crippled by stupidity, 
cowardice and abuse of powe) We can survive only by proving 
ourselves fit to. survive.

TO BE SUSPENDED 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(f)— 
The Office of Production Man- 
agement drafted a program to- 
night to suspend for about two 
weeks the production of passenger 
automobile tires and approximate- 
ly 30,000 other nonessential prod- 
ucts in which rubber is used until 
a comprehensive plan for the in- 
dustry can be' worked out in the 
light of threatened cessation of 
supplies from the Orient. 

The order will not affect the 
sale of millions of tires now on 
dealers’ shelves and in whole- 
salers’ warehouses. These supplies 
are ample to tide the country’s
